Enable Contracts to be made between Landlord 
and Tenant for tbe Improvement of Land in 
Ireland. 



W HEREAS it is expedient that Provision he made to Preamble, 
facilitate the making of Contracts "between Landlord 
and Tenant for the Improvement of Landed Properly 



in Ireland : 

6 Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and hy the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. This Act may he cited for aU Purposes as “ The Land Contracts Short Title. 
10 Act (Ireland), 1867.” 



2. This Act shall apply to Irelrmd only.

4. In tins Act and in tlie Scliednles annexed tliereto, — 

The Term “ Clerk of the Peace ” means the Clerk of the Peace 
for the Time heing of the County where the greater Part of the 
Lands are situate in respect of which the Contract is made 
under this Act, and such Term shall also include any Deputy 5 
of the Clerk of the Peace for the Time heing ; 

The 'Wovd '‘Landlord” means the Person, whetlier Male or 
Pemale, entitled as Owner in Pee to the ilents of the Land 
refeiTed to in the Contract, or any Person entitled to receive 
the Kents thereof for a sufficient Nuniher of Year's to hind 10 
himself and Successors for tlie Period mentioned in the 
Contract ; and if any such Person is a IVIiiior or of unsound 
Mind, or a Married 'Woman, tlie Word means the Guardian, 
Committee, Trustee, or Husband of such Person, as the Case 
may he : 16 

Tlie Word “Tenant” means the Person occnpyiug or about to 
occupy the Land from Year to Year, or at WUl, and wLo shall 
have entered into the Contract, or, in the event of his Death, 
his or her Personal Kepresentative for the Time being : 

The Word “Land ” means Land let or to be let for Agricultural 20 
Piu*poses, and all or any Part of the Parm and Parmhouse, 
Buildings, Messuages, and Tenements erected on such Land 
at the Period of the Execution of the Contract under this Act : 

The Word “ Improvement ” means any Improvement of the 
Land or Buildings or any Part thereof respectively referred 26 
to and specified in the Contract : 

The Word “ Acre ” means Statute Acre.

The Contract shall in all Cases specify the Nature of the 
apSfy to Improvements, the Sum to be expended in making the 

be done. same, a Description of the Land in or on which it ^ proposed such 4i0 
Improvements shall be made, and the Time of the Completion of the 
same ; and it shall in all Cases be stated in such Contract that 
the Landlord agrees, in consideration of the Outlay thereon, that 

the 
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tlie Tenant shall occupy the Land referred to therein dm'ing the 
Period of Tenure specified in such Contract without any Increase 
of the Kent, and if at an increased Pi,cnt, such increased Kent 
shall be specified in the Contract. 

5 7. The Contract may be partly in Pi-int and partly in Writing, and Form of 

s ha-b be in the Poiin in Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, or as near Conti-act. 
thereto as the Circiunstances of each Case will admit; and every 
mcli Oonlracty when completed, shall be on a Form hearing a Stamp 
of One Shilling ; and printed Copies of the said Form, and of the 
10 Form mentioned in Schedule (-B.) to this Act annexed, shall be 
printed, both with and without Stamps, and shall be issued from 
the Office of the Commissioners of Inland Fecenue to the several 
Distributors of Stamps in Ireland, under such Regulations as the 
Cmnmissioners shall from Time to Time make for the Sale of the 
15 same by the several Sub-Distributors of Stamps, or by any other 
Fersons, who shall not demand or receive any greater Sum than 
One Fenny for each Form if unstamped, and Thirteenpence for each 
Form if stamped. 

8. Previously to the Execution of the Contract, a Eeferee, whose Referee to 
20 Name and Address shall be specified in the Contract, shall be 

appointed by the Landlord and Tenant, and the Keferee shall and Tenant 
declare in tlie Contract that he is willing to imdertake the Duty ^xe- 
of certifying to the best of his Ability to the Efficiency of the Contract, 
proposed IinproTcmcnts, when the same shall have been completed, 

25 and to the fit and proper Outlay of the Sloney expended thereon, 
and that he will accept the Sum specified in the Contract for his 
Ti’oubie and Expenses in undertaking the Duty of Keferee. 

9. Every Contract shall he executed in Triplicate (One for each How Con- 
Party) by tlio lyantUorcl, Tenaat, and Eefereo respeotiTely, and shall 

30 he signed in the Presence of any Justice of the Peace or Judge, 
who shall attest the Signatures of the Pai-ty or Parties appearing 
before him for the Purpose to each several Document; and no 
Contract shaE have Effect until aU the Parties thereto have 
respectively executed the said Three Copoies ; and the Copoy of the 
36 Contract hearing the Title of “ Tenant’s Original Contract ” shaE 
he considered in Law and Equity to he the Original Contract : 

Provided always, that if any such Contract shaE have been signed 
by the Agent or EeoeiTer of the LancEord under and by virtue 
of a Power of Attorney, such Power of Attorney shaU he annexed 
40 to the Tenant’s Origiaal Contract, and shaE be iEed with the said 
Original Contract in manner herein-after mentioned, and every 
moh Fewer of Attorney shall tear a Stamp of Two SMUings and 
Sixpence only.

10 . Tlie Tenant sliall, ■vri.tliin Fourteen Fays after tlie Execution 
of the said Original Contract, leave or cause the same to he left at 
the O£B.C0 of the Clerk of the Peace of the County in ■which the 
principal Part of the Land is situate mentioned in such Contract, 
with the Sum of Money stated in such Contract to be payable to 5 
the Eeferee ; and such Origin^ Contract shall he filed as a Eecord 
of the Office ; and the Cleik of the Peace shall give a Receipt for 
the Sum so deposited, and shall make or cause to he made Two 
Copies of such Original Contract, both of which shall be certified 
by him to be correct, one to he entered in a Register to he kept in 10 
his Office for the Pmpose, and the other to he given, if required, to 
the Party, or some Person duly authorized by him to receive the 
same, who deposited the Original Contract; and a Pee of Two 
SJiilUnys shall be payable by the Tenant, or the Party depositing 
the said Original Contract on Ms Behalf, for the Registration of the 3.5 
same, and for making the said Copies thereof. 

11 . Tlie Book in which the Original Contract shall he entered shall 
he called “ The Land Contract Registry,” and the same shall be 
open to the Inspection, at all reasonable Times, of any Person, on the 
Papnent of One Shilling; and it shall he lawful for any Person to 20 
reqiiii’e a Copy thereof to be made, on the Payment of One Shilling ; 
and every such Copy shall he certified as correct by the Clerk of the 
Peace in whose Office such Original Contract shall have been 
registered. 

12 . On and after the Completion of the Improvements mentioned 25 
in the Original Contract, and before the Expiration of the Time 
specified for tlie Completion of the same, the Tenant shall serve or 
cause to be served a Notice under Ins Hand on the Landlord 
personally, or, in the Absence of the Landlord from his last known 
Place of Abode (if any) in the County where such Land is situate, 30 
or if he have no Place of Residence in such County, on the Agent 

or Receiver to whom the Tenant had paid the last Gale of the Rent 
of such Land, and also a like Notice to the Referee in Person, 
and in such Notices respectively a Lay and Hour shall he 
appointed, not earlier than One Weeh after the Service of such 35 
Notices respectively, for the Inspection of the said Improvements ; 
and the Referee shall and he is hereby required, if not prevented 
by Hhiess or other just Cause, to attend and inspect the said 
Improvements, and if satisfied of the Efficiency of the same, and of 
the proper Expenditme thereon of the Sum named in the Contract, 4,0 
he shall grant to the Tenant a Certificate under his Hand of the due 
Completion of the Contract : Provided always, that if in the Opinion of 
the Referee tlie "Works have not been efficiently constructed, he shall 

deliver 
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deliver to tlie Tenant in Person a Statement in Writing of his 
Objections thereto, and shall specify therein the Works required in 
his Opinion to complete the same in an efficient Manner; and on 
such Keferee again receiving from the Tenant Notice in the Manner 
5 aforesaid that the additional Works so required have been completed, 
the Ueferee shall again attend and examine the same, and grant a 
Certificate that such W orks have been completed in accordance uith 
the Eequirements specified in such Statement and Contract; Provided 
always, that in the event of the Death, Incapacity, or Hefusal 
10 to act of any such Referee, or if any Dispute shall arise as to the 
Completion of the Works so required as last mentioned, it shall be 
lawful for the Landlord and Tenant each to appoint a Referee to 
attend and examine the same, and before the Examination of the 
said Works, the Referees shall appoint an Umpire, and if such 
15 Referees cannot agree, such Umpire shall decide the Question in 
dispute ; and the Decision of such Referees or Umpire, as the Case 
may he, shall be final ; and the Referees or Umpire, as the 
Case may be, shall sign the said Certificate in lieu of the Referee 
mentioned in the Contract, and the Amount deposited with the 
20 Clerk of the Peace to be paid to the Referee named in the Contract 
shall be paid by the Clerk of the Peace to such Referees or Umpire, 
on the Deposit with him of the said Certificate. 

13 . Every such Certificate shall be in the Eorm in Schedule (B.) Certificate of 
to this Act annexed, or as near thereto as the Circumstances of each 

25 Case will admit, and shall he delivered, with the Referee’s Copy of Registration 
the Original Contract annexed thereto, hy the Referee or Referees 
or Umphe, as the Case may be, or with a certified Copy of the 
Original Contract, within Seven Days after the final Inspection of 
the Works, to the Clerk of the Peace, who shall witness the 
30 Signature of the Party or Parties depositing the same, on Payment 
of Oiie Shilling^ and such Clerk of the Peace shall thereupon pay 
to the Party or Parties executing the said Certificate before him 
the Amount deposited with the Original Contract ; and the Receipt 
of such Party or Parties shall he filed with the Certificate, and 
35 shall he deemed to he a sufficient Discharge of all Liability incm*red 
by the said Clerk of the Peace in respect of the Amount so 
deposited with the Original Contract. 

14 , Every such Certificate and Copy of the Original Contract Registry of 
shall be registered as a Record of the Office, and the Clerk of the 

40 Peace shall enter or cause the same to be entered in a Book to be for Inspec- 
called “ The Registry of Land Contract Certificates,” and the same 
shall be open to the Inspection at aU reasonable Times of any 
Person, on the Payment of One Shilling ; and it shall be lawful for

CoafrfTct and ^ OiEce of the Clerk of the Peace shall be taken and be 
Certificate to dccmcd to be a Public Record, and shall he received in Evidence 
be Evidence, Courts of Law and Eq^uity. 



Landlord not 16. It shall not be lawful for the Landlord, after the Registration 
!mUi^ComSt° of the Original Contract, to eject the Tenant until the Period 
provOTMts mentioned in such Contract for the Completion of the Improvements 
ContrStVnd ^haU havB pxpu’ed ; and in the event of the Tenant being ejected 
subsequently, if after the Completion of the said Improvements, and before the 
Landlord to pay Es^iratiou of thc Pcriod agreed on in the Original Contract for the 
SmSiTei Occupancy by him of the Lands mentioned therein, it shall be 
by°TSanr^**° lawful foi’ the Teuaut to demand and receive from the Landlord 
unless special Three Foui'tks of the Sum stated in the Certificate to have been
